CONSENT MOTION TO CONTINUE SENTENCING 

Paul Bedewi, through his undersigned counsel, respectfully moves this Court to 
continue the sentencing in the above-captioned matter to a date convenient to the Court no 
less than forty-five (45) days from the currently scheduled date of June 16, 2006. The 
purpose of this continuance is to allow the completion of the Presentence Investigation and 
Report, which cannot be accomplished in time to meet the disclosure and other 
requirements of Fed.

Attorney's Office does not object to this motion. 
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WHEREFORE, Defendant requests that this consent motion to continue sentencing be 
granted and that sentencing occur at the convenience of the Court no less than forty-five 
(45) days from the currently scheduled date of June 16, 2006.
